INTERESTING LECTURE 
ON PANAMA CANAL 

C. R. Coutlee of Ottawa Ad- 
dressed Science Undergrad 

A moBt interesting aD d instructive 
lecture on the Panama Canal was 
given to the Undergraduate Society 
of Applied Science on Wednesday 
evening by Mr. O.R. Coutlee, of Ot- 
tawa. The lecturer, who personally 
visited the works and investigated 
the subject from all points 0 f view, 
commenced by giving a brief history 
of the project, including the failure 
of the French Companies, un d the 
ultimate purchase of the rights and 
Plant by the United States Govern- 
ment. The problems before the de- 
signers, and the reasons for the plans 
finally adopted were fully discussed, 
from all points of view, more par- 
ticularly with relation to strategy. 
The actual work was now dealt with 
section by section, perhaps the most 
interesting feature being the methods 
of overcoming the unforese-n uillicul- 
tics which cropped up in the progress 
of the work. The administrative and 
hygiene departments were now dealt 
with, perhaps the most difficult part 
of the operations. At the conclusion 
a number of most interesting photo- 
graphs were shown on the screen, 
wnich served admirably to give â 
conception of the BCale on which the 
whole of the work is carried on.

REPORT SUBMITTED 
TO CORPORATION 

The Following Report was 
Submitted tu Corporation 
bv Committee o| Morals 
and Discipline 

The following report was presented 
by Dean Moyse, chairman of the com- 
mittee of Morula and Discipline, at 
a meeting of Corporation on Wednes- 
day last. 

"Your Committee begs to report 
that it has carefully watched all the 
proceedings connected with the recent 
disturbance on the part of the stu- 
dents und has been in clcse touch 
with the Students' Council: that in- 
vestigation has failed to identify any 
of the students responsible for the 
most reprehensible acts of egg throw- 
ing, which bring discredit on the 
University and which are justly re- 
sentod by the city: that the students 
who were arrested have been dealt 
with by the courts of justice and 
that your Committee sees no cause 
for further action in their caH«. 

Your Committee in conjunction 
with the Students' Council have re- 
solved to take steps to prevent the 
recurrence of such disturbances, and 
ulso to secure, whenever possible, 
the names of any students who are 
responsible for any trouble that may 
arise, us it is felt that this is the 
only way of making discipline effec- 
tive. 

Your Committee strongly recom- 
mends that action be taken to secure 
throurh the Students' Council and 
nlso through the police that no stu- 
dents' procession shall be allowed on 
St. Catherine Street where the pub- 
lic is already greatly Inconvenienced 
by the congestion of truffle. 

Your Committee takes this oppor- 
tunity of thanking the Students' 
Council for the valuable assistance 
they have given in preserving the 
good name of the University, and is 
at the same time assured thnt the 
Council hns the great muss of stu- 
denta with them in any effort they 
mako towards the end indicated." 

As a result of communications be- 
tween the Committee, the students 
of the third and fourth years (who 
are fully aware of the discredit which 
such acts of violence bring on the 
University) and Chief of Police, Oam- 
peau, a plan has been devised by 
which the likelihood of serious dis- 
turbances on the part of students re- 
sulting in damage or injury can be 
guarded against. While it is impos- 
sible to speak of the future with ab- 
solute certainty there is some hope 
that student demonstrations will by 
these precautions be kept within rea- 
sonable bound.
